A War Resolution.

Resolved, by the senate and house of representatives 
of the United States of America in congress assembled, that 
a state of belligerency between the United States and Ger- 
man imperial government which has thus been thrust upon 
us is hereby formally declared, and,

employ all of its resources to carry on war against the im- 
perial German government and to bring the conflict to a suc- 
cessful termination.

DOOMfllBVAUES 


(By (he .\s.soc'iated Press.) 


The British and French are knocking at the doors of St. Quentin, 
the medieval town that marks the backbone of the so-called Hinden- 
burg line. Of the four roads entering the city two are in posession of 
the allies and the remainder under the fire of their guns. This means 
that the garrison must depend on a precarious supply line operating 
at night and that the value of the city as a base is gone. Apparently 
its fall is certain and this assumption is supported by unofficial dis- 
patches from the front which say the town has already been partly 
razed by the Germans. To the north of St. Quentin the British are 
surging forward along a 30-mile front, their rapid advance in the last 
few days unaccompanied by any major fighting proving that Gen. 
Haig is not yet in touch with the main German forces. With St. 
Quentin and La Fere practically in the grip of the allies, the Lille- 
Laon line appears doomed and military critics express the opinion 
that either Field Marshall von Hindenburg never contemplated a 
stand here or that he was out-generalled by the amazingly rapid ad- 
vance of the French toward La Fere. At present the French seem to 
have relinquished their initiative to the British who are driving a 
wedge in the direction of the important town of Le Catelet, ten miles 
north of St. Quentin, and now within five miles of the British outposts. 
At the same time Gen. Haig is continuing his raids in the Arras sector, 
the official reports indicating that important operations are on in 
this, the extreme north, battle line. 


French activity is mainly in evidence east of Soissons, where a 
sharp salient has been formed in the German lines, the breaking of 
which lay bare the important Craonne plateau, the most formidable 
barrier to Gen. Nivelle's further advance. 


In the other theaters of the war interest centers in the Mesopot- 
amia where the Turks have suffered further reverses and the union 
of the British and Russian armies to be on the eve of consummation. 
An attempt by reinforced Turks to take the offensive has been crush- 
ed and although the official reports are meagre, the indications are 
that Gen. Maude is within 55 miles or 60 miles of the Russian ally. 


While the allied capitals are filled with rumors of the coming 
great counter offensive by the Germans, nothing has developed to 
show where such a blow, if one is contemplated, will fall.. The thaw 
of the eastern front is believed to have removed any danger of Ger- 
man aggression in that direction and neither Paris nor London pays 
much attention claiming great Aufltro-German drives in preparation 
on the Italian front.

According to the source mentioned 
previously, Germany is alleged to have 
promised the military party Te.xas, Ari- 
zona and Xew IVIe.vico in the event the 
proposed alliance should be successful 
and also British Honduras, bordering 
on Yucatan. 


An evidence of the tenseness of the 
situation in Mexico City is the suppres- 
sion of two prominent newspapers. 


General Benjamin Hill, c o m m a n d e r 
of the City of Mexico, called at the na- 
tional palace to see General Carranza 
legarding the papers and when told it 
was impossible for Carranza 
to see 
him then ,is said to have loudly de- 
nounced the civil party and the posi- 
tion of Luis Cabrera, finance minister, 
whom he designated as a tool of the 
United States. 


Hill, it is said, then left and imme- 
diately ordered the suppression of tlie 
two papers and the arrest of Palavinci 
and de la Parra, editors.

Capitol Shou-s AVar Spirit. 


The capítol was arrayed in a war 
spirit as congress assembled.

across their brests, paraded the side- 
walks in numbers, filled the liouse and 
senate galleries and made calls on their 
congressmen. They moved about with- 
out demonstration and there were few 
evidences of hostility against them. 


The "patriotic pilgrims" were hard 
to distinguish among thousands of cit- 
izens who went about the day's work 
wearing American flags. The national 
colors fluttered and rippled from build- 
ings and automobiles and from almost 
every point of vantage.

cars. 
Every policeman's go-go sign

a flag at its head.

ítol was a wave of color. 


Chairman Simmons of the senate

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A Momentous Session- 


Not more than once and perhaps not at all has the American con- 
gress been assembled for a session more momentous than that which 
sonvened today. 


On the fifteenth of April, 1861, President Lincoln proclaimed an 
, extraordinary session of the Thirty-seventh congress to convene the 
Fourtli of July. "When the session began it was faced by an actual 
state of Avar that already had been marked by bloody hostilities on a 
considerable scale. Fort Sumter had been bombarded and taken. 
Many states had seceded. The south was in arms. The confederacy 
liad been organized and its government set up. Big Bethel had been 
fought. McClellau had prosecuted a successful campaign in "Western 
Virginia. Military operations were proceeding from the Potomac to 
l)cyond the^Mississippi. 
President Lincoln had already made two 
levies for volunteers. Washington was menaced and seventeen days af- 
ter tjie session began the first Bull Run was fought so near the national 
capital that its resounding thvmder could be heard. President Lincoln 
liad no international problems to unravel, no questions of warfare be- 
yond seas to answer, no matters of foreign alliances and entangle- 
ments to determine. His problem was critical, vast and insuperably 
difficult, but it was simple. It was to put down insurrection, strangle 
sécession and preserve the union. During a period of four long years 
he wrought at his almost immeasurable task and at length achieved 
it, with intervening problems and questions of some complexity and 
danger arising now and then. The duty of congress was plain from 
the beginning. A war for the dismemberment of the union was being 
waged against the government and congress liad only to determine 
that the destruction should be prevented and to provide the president 
with the means to accomplish it. 


The Sixty-fifth congress, convened in extraordinary session today 
by President "Wilson, is expected to recognize a state of war as its pre- 
decessor of '61 Ava scompelled to recognize a state of rebellion. But it 
is a quarrel Avith a foreign government and that government the most 
stupendous military poAver the Avorld has ever seen. It is some degree 
oi participation in the mightiest conflict in human annals that this 
congress has the choice to elect. It is an abandonment of America's 
traditional isolation, of America's long held self-sufficienc3% of Amer- 
ica's heretofore undeviating policy of non-alliance that this congress 
will have to l-ring to a decision. These far-reaching and fateful ques- 
tions may not be presented immediately, but if congress make declara- 
tion recognizing a state of Avar to exist between this country and the 
German empire, authorize the president to take all needful measures 
of defense and vote him the means to do that, necessity to make de- 
cision upon the other questions can hardly be long deferred. Our de- 
fenses Avill to Germany be aggressions. Half a Avar and half-way 


' measures for it may mark the beginning of things"; but the beginning 
Diiîy. 


If the United States takes the first step into that bloody sea she 
will be at length plunged full into the red tide of conflict. There ought 
to be no fatuous error of supposing otherAvise. Government will and 
the people ought to realize and appreciate upon what prospect of hor- 
ror the door is about to open. Once launched upon this course, we 
shall be in the midst of the Avelter for all that war means—though 
there is the saving fate for us that we cannot be made to endure the 
pains of starvation or to Avitness the destroying tread of hostile armies 
upon the face of our land. None may say hoAV it all shall end and hoAV 
it shall leave us—AVith what ancient traditions extinguished, with 
what old moorings cut aAvay from, with Avhat old policies destroyed, 
with what new friendships sealed, with what new purposes created, 
with what neAV dangers confronted, with Avhat new destiny faced. All 
this and more President Wilson and the congress of the United States 
must weigh and determine in marking the course of this nation for 
the keeping of its rights, the support of its dignity and the integrity 
of its honor. No congress has ever been charged with a heavier duty 
or responsibility for events so big with fate as the congress just as- 
sembled.

Substantially, these articles cover 
the average table menu.

fee and tea, were no higher on Febru- 
ary 15, than the average price of 1916.

Correct Combinations.

S o m e General Rules. 


H o w much food must be taken will 
depend largely upon the age, sex, size 
and occupation of eacli individual, but 
it is safe to lay down the following 
general' rules: 


In warm weather less heat-produc- 
ing foods should be eaten. 


In old age and in children less food 
is necessary than for adults in t h e 
prime of life. 
For these t w o extremes 
a greater a m o u n t of nitrogenous food 
in proportion to the .starchy food is 
necessary—in the one case for tissue- 
buiiainsr, in t h e other for tissue re- 
pair. 


For adults in the prime of life, when 
work is light, less food of a n y kind is 
needed; w h e n work is increased, the 
increase in food 'Should 
be in the 
starchy material food^i, or the oils and 
fats, rather ,than in the nitrpgrenous 
foods. •

Bishop Announces Board of 
Examiners for the Next 
Conference. 


Huntingrton, Ind.. April 2.~-The first 
business session of the last day of the 
North 
Indiana 
Methodist 
ronfcrenro 
Btarted ofC with a parliamentary tanple 
which took the conference 
and 
the 
bishop some little time to untangrle. 


The tangle started with the request 
of Rev. Perry E. Powell, of Indianap- 
olis, for a hearing on a point of per- 
sonal privilege. 
Mr. Powell took e.x- 
ception to the report of the conference 
relations committee, 
which 
he 
said, 
had told him 
one thing on 
Friday 
night, and then reported another thing 
on Saturday morning. 
The conference 
relations committee had changed him 
, from effective to supernumerary, with 
Ihe request that he locate at the end of 
a year. 
Mr. Powell has been in the 
organization work of the Knights of 
the Holy Grail, a boys' organization in 
connection 
with 
the 
church, 
and 
wished to be appointed field secretary 
to the Indiana Anti-Saloon league. The 
bishop replied by stating that Mr. Pow- 
ell had not told him all the circum- 
stances of the work 
with (he Anti- 
Saloon league, and that his informa- 
tion from other sources was that Mr. 
Powell was only going to devote part 
of his time to that work. 


The conference refused to 
recon- 
sider the vote of Saturday, and 
Mr. 
Powell then requested that he be al- 
lowed to retire f r o m the ministry and 
surrender his parchments, and become 
a layman of the church. 
This required 
f u r t h e r parliamentai-y usage, the vote 
of the conference of last Saturday be- 
ing reconsidered, and a motion substi- 
tuted for the Saturday morning, that 
I'owell be allowed to retire. 


3iotion Finally Tabled. 


Several friends of i'owell surround- 
ted him and asked him to acede to the 
committee report and leniain in tlie 
ministry. 
He 
consented, and 
with- 
drew his request for withdrawal. This 
m a d e f u r t h e r tangle, which Avas final- 
ly solved by tabling the motion that 
his request be granted. 


Then the record was expunged fif 
t h e statements made by Powell 
and 
the bishop, and the vaiious n)otions 
and 
requests, with the exception 
of 
one, that he be located at the end of 
a year. 


Mr. Powell said that he would have 
been willing to take a charge, but for 
t h e fact that he thought the cause of 
prohibition in Indiana was a 
larger 
call at the present time, and that he 
intended to give all 
his 
time 
and 
energy to that work, 
including 
the 
election of a dry constitutional 
con- 
vention, and a dry 
legislature 
for 
1919. 


The debate and the tangle precipi- 
tated 
by the Rev. Mr. Powell 
took 
about an hour from the regular bus- 
iness of the conference, 
the 
bishop 
holding that he would disregard 
the 
strict parliamentary rules in the in- 
terest of free speech and debate.

God, a revelation 
of the true meaining of life, and 
a 
divine sense of 
all 
to great 
service 
and great duties. 


Moses, the speaker .said, thought he 
was called to service. 
He learned of 
God from 
his mother, 
who. 
as 
all 
mothers do. transmitted 
to him 
the 
thing that she had tried and 
found 
good. 
Moses, he said, also learned of 
God through the yearning of his own 
soul, as persons do in the present day. 


The bishop declared thta the way to 
get a peace in Europe and a world- 
wide peace is to follow the plan of God. 
He said the world needs a new vision 
of God. 


The bishop declared that the way to 
present, however, that Mo.ses was not 
perfect, and that once In a while other 
people, like Moses, may lose a great 
deal by becoming petulant, or by losing 
their tempers. 
Moses, he said, spoiled 
his record when he smote the rock, 
and never saw the promised land. 
The 
story of Moses, he said, was the story 
of many other men, men who are fa- 
mous in the world.

Federal Institution at Louis- 


ville to Serve Indiana 
Farmers. 


Louisville, Ky.. April 2.—The Fed- 
eral Farm Loan bank at 
oLuisville 
is placing itself in readiness to save 
the farmera of Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Ohio and Indiana an estimated annual 
interest bill of approximately $2,600,- 
000. 
Those states comprise the dis- 
trict which the bank will serve. 
' A' director of • tho 
institution 
Is 
quoted as having estimated that $S0,- 
000,000 is loaned on farms in Kentucky 
•at an average interest rate of 7.1. Re- 
placed by loans at 5 per cent, the in- 
terest burden would be reduced by $1,- 
600,000. 
In Indiana and Ohio, where 
interest rates have been lower, it was 
estimated $1,000,000 could be saved 
in the same manner. 


The bank has engaged a suite of 
offices on the tenth floor of an office 
building In the business district and 
will occupy them April 
15. 
Mean- 
while steps have been taken to obtain 
from the federal government $150,-, 
000, the initial 20 per cent installment 
of the $750,000 capital to be allowed 
the bank. 
When this installment of 
the fund shall have been loaned other 
equal portions may be applied for un- 
til it is exhausted, after which the 
bank 
may 
get 
additional 
capital 
through the sale of bonds based on the 
securities for former loans. The bonds 
will bear 4% per cent interest; the 
loans 5 per cent. 


In addition to decreasing the inter- 
est burden and encouraging greater 
development of the farming industry, 
the facilities offered by the bank are 
expected to increase the number of 
farmers and thus swell the volume of 
farm products.

Revolution in House Plans 
Due to Demand for 
Out- 
door Sleeping. 


New York, Ap^rll 2.-—"A revolution 
in the architecture ofimodern dwcllr 
ing-houses has been effected by the 
popular demand for open air sleep- 
ing-quarters," says pr. Philip P. Ja- 
cobs, assistant secretary of the Nation- 
al Association for the Study and Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis, 
which has 
just published a new pamphet for 
popular distribution on "Sleeping and 
Sitting In the Open Air." "This change 
In sentiment has been brought about 
largely by the campaign for the pre- 
vention o^ tuberculosis," he went on. 
"Real estate men tell me that a 
Bleeping-porch Is now one of their 
chief talking 
points. 
Even 
apart- 
nient-houses are being thus equipped. 


For tuberculosis sufferers, who most 
need fresh air sleeping accommoda- 
tions and who frequently have to live 
in quarters where they are ijot avail- 
able, this pamphlet aims to show them 
how, for a very little expense, they 
can attach 
a 
perfectly satisfactory 
sleeping parch to any dwelling. 


The booklet contains drawings of 
many fresh suggestions for inexpen- 
sive sleeping-porches, 
so 
explained 
that they may be easily used as plans 
for amateur carpenters. 
Suggestions 
are given for detachable 
balconies 
that can be adjusted to any window, 
and can be moved if the family 
changes quarters. These can be made 
or purchased at prices ranging,from 
five dollars to less than .one hundred 
dollars. 
The simplest form merely 
calls for a small platform and awning 
so that the bed can be projected 
through a window. 


For tenement dwellers an Inexpen- 
sive roof shack of light wood or sheets 
iron is shown. Cheaper yet is a simple 
wall tent for a projecting roof. 
Fire 
escapes are also utilized. 
Still less 
expensive is the window tent, home- 
made or purchased ready-made for 
five dollars and upwards. A detached 
cottage with an ordinary porch may 
be made effective with only a cheap 
curtain. 


The pamphlet makes many sugges- 
tions for making 
outdoor 
sleepers 
comfortable, such as providing hoods, 
paper blankets, fly screens and sleep- 
ing bags. 
^ 


A well known authority is quoted as 
saying that a man out of doors is ex- 
posed to 100 times more fresh air than 
can be obtained in the best ventilated 
room. 
According to the experts, any 
sufferer from tuberculosis who can- 
not find room in the overtaxed sana- 
toria, may take advantage of this 
knowledge of open air treatment in 
his own home with good chance for 
recovery. 


This pamphlet may be secured free 
by addressing the National Associa- 
tion for the Study and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis, 105 East Twenty-second 
street. New York. City, or from local 
or state anti-tuberculosis societies and 
boards of health. 


Some Good Advice.

Government Will Furnish 
Suits if Fifty Join Re- 
serve Corps. 


Military training will be introduced 
into the high srhool of Fort Wayne if 
one hundred or more boys over the age 
of 14 will sign up to take the course. 
Definite action of the matter will be 
taken presumably at the next meeting 
of the school board to be held next Mon- 
day afternoon. 


Word has been received from the war 
department at Washington, D. C., that 
the government will furnish suits for the 
entire company if fifty or more men can 
be secured from the school who will join 
the reserve corps and take fifteen days 
training each 
summer at 
a military 
camp where all expenses will be paid. 


It is believed that the required num- 
ber of boys can be secured, as 160 signed 
a petition last fall that they would take 
the training course if the school board 
would go bond for the equipment. 
The 
government states that they will glfidly 
furnish the equipment ii the required 
bond is furnished.

Any boy who signs up for the military 
training course will < be required to pur- 
sue his course the remainder of the 
school term.

GIVE SQtVICES 


Bloomiiigton, Ind., April 2.—Under di- 
rection of Ralph Zollitt, alumni secre- 
tary of Indiana university, who has been 
chosen state director of the intercolle- 
giate intelligence bureau, 
» branch of 
which was 
opened here 
recently, the 
alumni and students of Indiana univer- 
sity are being catalogued as to their 
fitness for special services to the gov- 
ernment. 
Blanks are being sent out to 
all alumni and former students request- 
ing information as to whether they have 
had previous military or naval training; 
extent of travel in foreign countries, for- 
eign languages spoken, mechanical or in- 
dustrial experience, age, height, weight, 
etc. The plan is to tabulate this infor- 
mation when received and index it so 
that it can be placed at the disposal of 
the government on a moment's notice. 
The intercollegiate intelligence bureau is 
nation-wide in its scope and has more 
than fifty branches located in the lead- 
ing vocational institutions in the United 
States. 
The bureau has been indorsed 
by both the war and navy departments. 


One purpose of the bureau is to bring 
to the attention of the government the 
special training any of the college men 
may have and thus, in case war should 
come, avoid the mistakes of England and 
France, where hosts of specially trained 
men were needlessly 
sacrificed in the 
trenches when they could have rendered 
more important service in other lines. 


More than 260 girls at Indiana have 
signed to take a course in Red Cross 
work and the men are organizing a bat- 
tery and infantry company. The Second 
infantry, Indiana national guard, regi- 
mental band is located here.

DOOMED BY ALLIES 


(By the Associated Press.) 


The British and French are knocking at the doors of St. Quentin, 


the medieval town that marks the backbone of the so-called Hinden- 
burg line. Of the four roads entering the city two are in posession of 
the allies and the remainder under the fire of their guns. This means 
that the garrison must depend on a precarious supply line operating 
at night and that the value of the city as a base is gone. Apparently 
its fall is certain and this assumption is supported by unofficial dis- 
patches from the front which say the town has already been partly 
razed by the Germans, To the north of St. Quentin the British are 
surging forward along a 30-mile front, their rapid advance in-the last 
few days unaccompanied by,any major fighting proving that Gen. 
Haig is not yet in touch with the main German forces. With St. 
Quentin and La Fere practically in the grip of the allies, the Lille- 
Laon line appears doomed and military critics express the opinion 
that either Field Marshall von Hindenburg never contemplated a 
stand here or that he was out-generalled by the amazingly rapid ad- 
vance of the French toward La Fere. At present the French seem to 
have relinquished their initiative to the British who are driving a 
wedge in the direction of the important town of Le Catelet, ten miles 
north of St. Quentin, and now within five miles of the British outposts. 
At the same time Gen. Haig is continuing his raids in the Arras sector, 
the official reports indicating that important operations are on in 
this, the extreme north, battle line. 


French activity is mainly in evidence east of Soissons, where a 


sharp salient has been formed in the German lines, the breaking of 
which lay bare the important Gramme plateau, the most formidable 
barrier to Gen. Nivelle's further advance. 


In the other theaters of the war interest centers in the Mesopot- 


amia where the Turks have suffered further reverses and the union 
of the British and Russian armies to be on the eve of consummation. 
An attempt by reinforced Turks to take the offensive has been crush- 
ed and although the official reports are meagre, the indications are 
that Gen. Maude is within 55 miles or 60 miles of the Russian ally. 


While the allied capitals are fille'd. with rumors of the coming 


great counter offensive by the Germans, nothing has developed to 
show where such a blow, if one is contemplated, will fall.. The thaw 
of the eastern front is believed to have removed any danger of 
Ger- 


man aggression in that direction and neither Paris nor London pays 
much attention claiming great Austro-G^man drives in preparation 
on the Italian front. 


There are persistent rumors, however, of a mighty effort by

A Momentous Session- 


Not more than once nnd perhaps not at all has the American con- 


gress been assembled for a session more momentous thau that which 
sbnvened today. 


On the fifteenth of April, 1861, President Lincoln proclaimed an 


extraordinary session of tho Thirty-seventh congress to convene the 
Fourth of July. When tho session began it was faced by an actual 
state of war that already had been marked by bloody hostilities on a 
considerable scale. Port Sumter had been bombarded and taken. 
JIany states had seceded. Tho south was in arms. Tho confederacy 
had been organized and its government set up. Big Bethel had been 
fought. McClellan had prosecuted a successful campaign in Western 
Virginia. Military operations were proceeding from the Potomac to 
beyond the Mississippi. President Lincoln had already made two 
levies for volunteers. Washington was menaced and seventeen days af- 
ter the session began the first Bull Run was fought so near the national 
capital that its resounding thunder could be heard. President Lincoln 
had no international problems to unravel, no questions of warfare be- 
yond seas to answer, no matters of foreign alliances and entangle- 
ments to determine. His problem was critical, vast and insuperably 
difficult, but it was simple. It was to put down insurrection, strangle 
secession and preserve the union. During a period of four long years 
he wrought at his almost immeasurable task and at length achieved 
it, with intervening problems and questions of some complexity and 


j danger arising now and then. The duty of congress was plain from 
the beginning. A war for the dismemberment of the union was being 
| waged"against the government and congress had only to determine 
that the destruction should be prevented and to provide the president 
•with the means to accomplish it. 


The Sixty-fifth congress, convened in extraordinary session today 


by President Wilson, is expected to recognize a state of war as its pre- 
decessor of 'Gl wa scompclled to recognize a state of rebellion. But it 
is a quarrel with a foreign government and that government the. most 
stupendous military power the world has ever seen. It is some deg,ce 
of participation in the mightiest conflict in human annals that this 
congress has the choice to elect. It is an abandonment of America's 
traditional isolation, of America's long held self-sufficiency, of Amer- 
ica's heretofore undcviating policy of non-alliance that this congress 
will have to U-ing to a decision. These far-reaching arid fateful ques- 
tions may not be presented immediately, but if congress make declara- 
tion recognizing a state of war to exist between this country aud the 
German empire, authorize the president to take all needful measures 
of defense and vote him the means to do that, necessity to make de- 
cision n-non the other f-uestions can hardly be long deferred. Our de- 
fenses will to Germany be aggressions. 'Half a war and half-way 
measures for It may mark the beginning of things, but the beginning 


If the United States takes the first step into that bloody sea she 


will be at length plunged full into the red tide of conflict. There ought 
to be no fatuous error of supposing otherwise. Government will and 
the people ought to realize and appreciate upon what prospect of hor- 
ror the door is about to open. Once launched upon this course, we 
shall be in the midst of the welter for all that war means—though 
there is the saving fate for us that we cannot be made to endure th< 
pains of starvation or to witness the destroying tread of hostile armies 
upon the face of our laud. None may say how it all shall end and how 
it shall leave us—with what ancient traditions extinguished, witl 
what old moorings cut away from, with what old policies destroyed 
with what new friendships sealed, with what new purposes created 
with what new dangers confronted, with what new destiny faced. Al 
this and more President Wilson and the congress of the United State 
must weigh and determine in marking the course of this nation for 
the keeping of its rights, the support of its dignity and the integrity 
of its honor. No congress has ever been charged with a heavier duty 
or responsibility for events so big with fate as the congress just as 
sembled,

A wise mother aoea not allow her 


child to make a meal of any one ar- 
ticle to the exclusion of all others, hut 
Insists that along with hia eggs ho 
shall eat bread and butter, or along 
with his bread and butter he shall cat 
meat or cheese, or that he drink a 
sufficient quantity of milk. 


In other words, she balances his ra- 


tion by seeing that each of the five 
food principles makes a fair amount 
of each meal, 
Just what these proportions shall 


be. how much of the tissue building 
food, or how much of the heat-pro- 
ducing foods—the fats and oils—or 
how much of the work supplying food 
he shall have, will depend largely up- 
on the individual. 


Con-eel, Combinations. 


Adults should likewise' pay close at- 


tention to the proportion of the var- 
ious nutrients in their diet. Too often 
there is too gre.it a consumption of 
the nitrogenous foods in comparison 
with the energy yielding substances, 
and too little attention is paid to this 
combined amount of these two prin- 
ciples needed as compared with the 
bulk of the meal that is necessary to 
insure satisfaction. 


Because of this many persons arc 


habitually over-fed. To avoid this the 
careful housewife will see to it that 
each meal contains at least one dish 
that is largely made up of fibrous 01 
bulky material. There is danger in 
filling her family with only highly con- 
centrated food. 


Some General Rnlcs. 


How much'food must be taken wil 


depend largely upon the age, sex, size 
and occupation of each individual, bu 
it is safe to lay down the following 
general rules: 


In warm weather less hcat-produc 


ing foods should be eaten. 


In old age and in children less food 


is necessary than Cor adults in tho 
prime of life. For these, two extremes 
n. greater amount of nitrogenous food 
In proportion to tho starchy food Is 
necessary—In the one cnso for tissue- 
building, in the other for tissue re- 
pair. 
For adults in the prime of life, when 


work is light, less food of any kind is 
needed; when work is Increased, the 
inr.rca.Re, in food should be in 
the 


starchy mnterlal foods, or the oils and 
fats, rather .than in the nitrogenous 
foods. 


It may be safely said nearly every- 


body eats, too much and a greater de- 
gree of health would be enjoyed if 
leas food ware taken.

A wise mother does not allow her 


child to make .a meal of any one ar- 
ticle to the exclusion of all others, but 
insists that along with his eggs he 
shall eat bread and butter, or along 
with his bread and butter he shall eat 
meat or cheese, or that he drink a 
sufficient quantity of milk. 


In other words, she balances his ra- 


tion by seeing that each of the five 
food principles makes a fair amount 
of each meal. 
Just what these proportions shall 


be, how much of the tissue building 
food, or how much of the heat-pro- 
ducing foods—the- fats and oils—or 
how much o£ the work supplying food 
he shall have, will depend largely up- 
on the individual. 


Correct Combinations. 


Adults should likewise pay close at- 


tention to the proportion of the var- 
ious nutrients in their diet. Too often 
there is too great a consumption of 
the nitrogenous foods in comparison 
with the energy yielding substances, 
and too little attention is paid to the 
combined amount of these two prin- 
ciples needed as compared with the 
bulk of the meal that is necessary to 
insure satisfaction. 


Because of this many persons are 


habitually over-fed. To avoid this the 
careful housewife will see, to it that 
each meal contains at least one dish 
that is largely made up of fibrous or 
bulky material. There is danger In 
filling her family with only highly con- 
centrated food. 
Some General Rnles. 


How mucWfood must be taken will 


depend largely upon the age, sex, size 
and occupation of each individual, but 
it is safe to lay down the following 
general rules: 
In warm weather less heat-produc- 


ing foods should be eaten. 


In old age and in children less food 


is necessary than for adults in tho 
prime of life. For these two'extremes 
a greater amount of nitrogenous food 
In proportion to tho starchy food is 
necessary—in the one case for tissue- 
building, in the other for tissue re- 
pair. 
For adults in the primo of life, when 


work Is light, less food of any kind Is 
needed: when work Is Increased, the 
increase in food should be in the 
starchy material foods, or the oils and 
fats, rather .than in tho nitrogenous 
foods. 


It. may be safely said nearly every- 


body eats, too murh and a greater de- 
gree of health would be enjoyed if 
less food were taken.

•Huntington, Ind., April 2.—The first 


business session of the last day of tho 
North Indiana Methodist conference 
started off, with a parliamentary tangle 
which took the conference and the 
bishop some little time to untangle. 


Tho tangle started with the request 


of Rev. Perry E. Powell, of Indianap- 
olis, for a hearing on a point of per- 
sonal privilege. Mr. Powell took ex- 
ception to the report of the conference 
relations committee, which he sniii. 
had told him one. thing on Friday 
night, and then reported another thing 
on Saturday morning. The conference 
relations committee had changed him 
from effective to supernumerury. with 
the request that he locate at the end of 
3. year* Mr. Powell has been In the 
organization work of the Knights of 
the Holy Grail, a boys' organization in 
connection 
-with the church, 
and 


wished to be appointed field secretary 
to the Indiana Anti-Saloon league. Tho 
bishop replied by stating that Mr. Pow- 
ell had not told him all tho circum- 
stances of the work with tho Anti- 
Faloon league, and that his informa- 
tion from other sources was that Mr 
Powell was only going to devote part 
of his time to that work. 


The conference refused to recon- 


sider tho vote of Saturday, and Mr 
Towoll then requested that ho be nl 
lowed to retire from the ministry anil 
surrender his parchments, and becomi 
n layman of the church. This re<iulrc< 
further parliamentary usage, tho vot< 
of tho conference of last Saturday be 
ing reconsidered, and u. motion mibstl 
tuted for the Saturday morning, tha 
Powell be allowed to retire. 


Motion Finally Tabled. 


Several friends of Powell surround- 


ed him and asked him to acedc to tho 
commltteo report nnd remain in tho 
ministry. 
He 
consented, ami with- 


drew his request for withdrawal. This 
made further tangle, which was final- 
ly solved by tabling the motion that 
his request be granted. 


Then tho record was expunged of 


tho statements made by Powell and 
tho bishop, and the various motions 
and requests, with tho exception of 
one, 
that ho bo located at tho end of 


a year. 
Mr. Powell said that he would have 


been willing to take a charge, but for 
the fact that he thought the cause of 
prohibition in Indiana was a larger 
call at the present time, and that he 
Intended to give all his time and 
energy to that work. Including the 
election of a dry constitutional con- 
vention, and a dry legislature for 
1919. 
The debate and the tangle precipi- 


tated by the Rev. Mr. Powell took 
about an hour from the regular bus- 
iness of the conference, the bishop 
holding that he would disregard the 
strict parliamentary rules in the in- 


• tercst of free speech and debate.

NOWGOMPLETED 


Washington, April 
2.—Materially 


amended to make it effective in 
promptly raising armed forces, Sena- 
tor Chamberlain, chairman of the 
senate military committee, today vir- 
tually completed his universal com- 
pulsory military training bill.

and training this year of men between.

portunity. The amendments were de- 
cided upon by Senator Chamberlain 
after a recent conference with Presi- 
dent Wilson on the subject of uni- 
versal training.

ville to Serve Indiana 


Farmers. 


Louisville. Ky., April 2.—The Fed- 


eral Farm Loan bank at oLuisville 
is placing: itself in readiness-to save 
the farmers of Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Ohio and Indiana an estimated annual 
interest bill-of approximately $2.600,- 
000. 
Those states comprise the dis- 


trict which the bank will serve. 


A director of th9 institution Js 


quoted as having estimated that $80,- 
000,000 is loaned on farms in Kentucky 
at an average interest rate of T.I. Re- 
placed by loans at 5 per cent, the In- 
terest burden would be reduced by $1,- 
600,000. In Indiana and Ohio, where 
interest rates have been lower, it was 
estimated $1,000,000 could be saved 
in the same manner. 


The bank has enraged a suite of 


offices on the tenth floor of an office 
building in the business district and 
will occupy' them April 15. Mean- 
while steps have been taken to obtain 
from the federal government $150,- 
000. the initial 20 per cent installment 
of the $750,000 capital to be 'allowed 
the bank. When this installment of 
the fund shall have' been loaned other 
equal portions may be applied for un- 
til it is exhausted, after which the 
bank may. get additional 
capital 


through the sale of bonds based on the 
securities for former loans. The bonds 
will bear 4% per cent Interest; the | 
loans 5 per cent.

In addition to decreasing the inter- 


est burden and encouraging greater 
development.of the farming industry, 
the facilities offered by the bank are 
expected to increase the number of 
farmers and thus swell the volume of 
farm products.

ville to Serve Indiana 


Fanners. 


Louisville, Ky., April 2.—The Fed- 


eral Farm Loan bank at oLuisville 
is placing Itself in readiness to save 
the farmers of Kentucky, Tennessee. 
Ohio and Indiana an estimated annual 
interest bill of approximately J2.600,- 
000. 
Those states comprise the dis- 


trict which the bank will serve. 


A director of the institution 
is 


quoted as having estimated that $80,- 
000,000 is loaned on farms in Kentucky 
at an average interest rate of 7.1. Re- 
placed by loans at 5 per cent, the in- 
terest burden -would be reduced by $1,- 
600,000. In Indiana and Ohio, where 
interest rates have been lower, it was 
«-stimated $1,000,000 could be saved 
in the same manner- 


The bank has engaged a suite of 


offices on the tenth floor of an office 
building in the business district and 
will occupy them April 15. 
Mean- 


while steps have been taken to obtain 
from the federal government $150,- 
000. the initial 20 per cent installment 
(.if the $750,000 capital to be allowed 
tlie bank. When this installment of 
the fund shall have' been loaned other 
equal portions may be applied for un- 
til it is exhausted, after which the 
bank 
may. get 
additional 
capital 


through the sale of bonds based on the 
securities for former loans. The bonds 
will bear 4% per cent interest; the 
loans 5 per cent. 


In addition to decreasing the inter- 


est burden and encouraging greater 
development of the farming industry 
the facilities offered by the bank are 
expected to increase tne numlier of 
farmers and thus swell the volume of 
farm products.

Military training will be introduced 


into the high school of Fort Wayne if 
one hundred or more boys over the age 
of 14 will sign up to take the course. 
Definite action of the matter will be 
taken presumably at. the next meeting 
of the school board to be held next Mon- 
da-y afternoon. 


Word has been received from the war 


department at Washington, D. C., that 
the government will furnish suits for the 
entire company if fifty or more men can 
be secured from the school who will join 
the reserx'e corps and take fifteen days 
training each 
summer at, a military 


camp where all expenses will be paid. 


It is believed that the required num- 


ber of boys can be secured, as 160 signed 
a petition last fall that they would take 
the training course if the school board 
would go bond for the equipment. The 
government states that they will gladly 
furnish the equipment if the required 
bond is furnished. 


Any boy who signs up for the military 


training course will be required to pur- 
sue his course the remainder of the 
school term.

Blanks are being sent out to 
all alumni and former students request- 
ing information as to whether they have 
had previous military or naval training;

etc. The plan is to tabulate this infor- 
mation when received and index it so 
tlmt it can be placed at the disposal of 
the government on a moment's notice. 
The intercollegiate intelligence bureau is 
nation-wide in its scope and has more 
than fifty branches located in the lead- 
ing vocational institutions in the United 
States. The bureau has been indorsed 
by both the war and navy departments. 


One purpose of the bureau is to bring 


to the attention of the government the 
special training any of the college men 
may have and thus, in case war should 
come, avoid the mistakes of England ai>'l 
France, where hosts of specially trained 
men were needlessly 
sacrificed in the 


trenches when they could have rendered 
more important service in other lines.
